The Devils’ next tally came on a 35 yard burst up the middle for another I D. Nanquil and Brown carried six times each on their next possession and capped 

the drive with Brown going over from the one, to give the Devils a 32-19 lead. . 

Henry didn’t quit and scored again, but it was the last time the Patriots would light up the scoreboard in 1972, as their season ended with Alan Ciutzmer, 

Sweetwater’s All-CIF linebacker, intercepting a Henry aerial to end any possible threat. 

So, the Devils were in the semi’s, facing Escondido, a team which had disposed of the National City bunch two years ago. What the outcome was to be 
remained to be seen.
